However, 
GB 2093679A clearly teach a paricle size of 1-10 microns, with d[0.5] of less than 5 microns (page 1, lines 120-125). Clearly all of the 
claimed ranges are met GB 2093679A. For instance, GB 2093679A inlcudes a uniform particle size of 1 micron which meets all of the 
claimed iimitations. 
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
